Mayor Garner Makes Happy Speech Pledg-

The newly elected officers of St. 
Cloud met on Tuesday morning ami 
formally took over the government 
of the city. Mayor Garner had pre¬ 
viously taken the oath of office, ami 
pis first official act wus to administer 
tbr (4th to Messrs Scranmii, Cum- 
ruing*, karris and Kenney, Mr. Buck- 
master being abt« nt, at St. Lmds, Mo., 
bitx is expected to return home this 
\’rek. 

Mayor Garner re-appointed Ralph 
Wilcox marshal, hut the appointment 
has not yet been officially confirmed 
by the ruitncil. 

In the absence of reports from for¬ 
mer officers, giving the financial 
s-landing of the city, no definite action 
could he taken looking tn a practical 
government of the several depart¬ 
ments, but the clerk and treasurer wvre 
instructed to gather such information 
a« Nv<mh| give The new council n thor¬ 
ough insight into the affairs of the 
^ rlty and have same ready fur action 
by Ml uday night of next week, when 
11 special meeting will be held. 

The following bonds were fixed 
siguin** the several officers: Mayor, 
$spo; Clerk, $a»; Assessor and Col¬ 
lector, Si,ooo. Treasurer, $:,ooo, which 
fwer«* given and accepted. 

That the Council intends to transact 
• business in a systematic manner was

most rssrntinl feature in any legisla¬ 
tive body, and the council display.* I

Fire Chief Daugherty asked for nn 
appropriation to purchase a rope to 
attach to the fire bell, and no sooner 
hod the rr'jwest been made than Mr.

ol to nature's destructive inllucuCvs 
when they are put into a road, ai d 
'or inis reason quickly lose the cpmli 
lies that they show under laboratory 
analysts. 

The ustural aiphalt* cost <t little 
m.tv than asphalts manufactured 
tf. m oil, but the difference it only a 
few emit per yard. The labor, ston 
snd other construction costa are the 
raine and it is evidently a poor kind 
«»f economy to "save" a few cents on 
the eost of the asphalt when by ao 
doing the whole investment may be 
'silted. 

According to government author¬ 
ities halt the money spent in road 
building is thrown away on experi¬ 
ment* ami faulty construction. Thsro 
is no excuse for the continuance of 
this watte for there is now enough ex 
perience guide *ny community in 
selecting a type of construction that 
will give good service and in choosing 
materials *»hat will stand the wear 
and tear of traffic. Starting with these, 
adding go*'d drainage and good work¬ 
manship, and there is no reason why 
the Dixie Highway and other good 
reacts can not now be had at reason¬ 
able first cosi and moderate upkeep.

Why Cost of Gov¬ 
ernment Is So High 

Florida Metropolis Bureau. Wash¬ 
ington. flv C; Ana. ^—Explaining 
why the per capita c*^Ht of governmeir 
i* higher in St. l.ucW county than in 
any i.ther natnty in Florida the Cen- 
«u* Huteau in a boUrLix says; 

"Thirteen of the 48 counties of 
this state reported governmental cost 
payments of more than $10 per capita. 
St. Lucie county reported the highest 
per capita of such payments, $53.75, 
the greater portion of which was for 
outlays. Balm Beach county fol¬ 
lows with i per capita of governmen¬ 
tal c<*si payments of $ 4 <ro.h with targe

The writer of this article believe* 
the day of $5 and $0 per boa ou the 
tree grapefruit ha* passed, and it ta 
h blcsriilg to the industry. Th# suc¬ 
cessful grower of citrus fruits In 
Florida know* that grapefruit at f T 
. per boa on tlie tree is s veritable gold 
mine. He knows they cost less to 
grow, pick, haul and ship than oran¬ 
ges; that it requires less units to make 
a hnxj that grapefruit tree* arc more 
prolific and seem less subject to dis¬ 
ease. 

Florida urapefruit is today recognis¬ 
ed in all markets a* second to none. 
California admits the superiority of 
c.ur fruit Cuba. Isle of Fines and Por¬ 
to Rico market their pfAdnet much 
earlier than Florida and if our crop 
U intelligently handled theirs is out 
of the way. This now narrows the 
territory down to Florida a* practi¬ 
cally the only area in the United 
► Siate* where the pomelo can be suc¬ 
cessfully and profitably raised. Can 
any one who has made a study of the 
ailtuatioii seriously say this state can 
over-produce with the sales territory 
)>eing constantly enlarged and tile 
population of the United States con¬ 
stantly increasing faster than the acre¬ 
age is being planted in Fiorina? It 
is a known fart that there arc hun- 
r * dred*-—yes, thousand# of hamlets 

throughout this rountry of our* which 
Late never yet seen, much less fast 
•d vtapefrttit. And then look at 
Europe. The writer ha* hnd occasion 
tn ship numerous small iota of grape- 
fruii to England and continental Eu- 
1 ope within the past ten years, and 
has made inquiry as to how each ship¬ 
ment was received. Wlicrcver the 
AVuit was presetly prepared it met 
with instant favor. The day is not 
far dlsrnnt when from Ylic port of 
Tampa will clear solid cargoes of 
^ citrus fruits, especially grapefruit, for 
foreign murkrts, and still the pessimist 
cries "over-production.'' 

There was nevrr a more opportune 
time for the owners of land to im¬ 
prove it than right now, Labor I* 
cheap. anil can Ik* cleared for less 
/ money per acre than at any time dur¬ 
ing the past twenty five years, owing 
to the abundance- of labor made avail* 
able by the practical suspension of the 
phosphate, lumber and naval stores 
industries—the result of the European 
war.

That this country has been pro¬ 
foundly affcct"d by the European war 
l* nowhere shown more than in the 
country wide disposition to increase 
our naval and military strength, 
There has always been m big army 
and Mg navy clique in the country, 
and we have saved thousand* of mil¬ 
lions of dollars in the past twenty 
>cars by refusing to heed them, but 
now that Europe has become insane 
the necessity for more adequate de¬ 
fensive preparation than in the post 
is apparent. 

How this disposition ha* .Otichcd 
the masses of plain people of the 
country is shown by circumstances 
like these: The proposal for military 
drill at the public school* of Provi¬ 
dence. R. I., i« being scrjously consid¬ 
ered; the Wisconsin legislature ha* 
mad# provision for more extensive 
drilling of ih*‘ili.i. 475 y.nwg men left 
llostoii on Saturday for I'latrsburg,

All this is discouraging to all lover* 
of peace and jiund will to men, but 
with the prospect growing that the 
great war will be a draw and that 
Ik nations of T urope w ill straight wav 
return to their devilish work of pre- 
parii.-i to kill one another there seem 
no alternative than for this country 
to arm against them.

The “Chigger” 

The enjoyment and pleasure of 
many .» picnic is marred by the dread 
of the "irrepressible ‘ and almost in¬ 
visible pest, tin? "chigger.”

In the event he 
gets thoroughly intrenched, strong 
ammonia is the best tiling with which 
Ic n*phixiatv him.—Ex.

acid will need from o.ie tc- two tons 
to the acre, according to F. H. Kolph* 
director of the University of Florida 
Experiment station. If a great dr.il 
ol and is present, th c amount requir¬ 
ed may h* as much as eight to twelve 
tr ns. In some cases it will not he pro¬ 
fitable to apply as much as the soil

Doubtless many of your readers, 
especially that part of them that take

gress when it comet to farm demon- 
' «trnti«>n. 1 am not oppose! to pro- 
prow in any line of butineta to to .8 
a* that prngros it carried on along 
the right line* and ran be made pro¬ 
fitable m the end. 

In wery line of butinet*. matter* 
r.oi what that it. we have certain ele¬ 
ment* ami condition* t * meet and 
overcome, and tome timet thore con¬ 
dition* arc to great that they alone 
hamper if not wholly atop prog rent 
in certain line*. \Yo find that it to in 
our farming htiainei*. N*»w, I con¬ 
tend that \n go to any expense or to 
keep tip mtr present line of farming, 
especially to raise stuff to ship, it real¬ 
ly a lot* nf lime and money. 

Some nay ask what arc the condi¬ 
tion* that hinder our fur filing progress, 
i irst. I0c.1l condition* in ditpotmg r.f 
your farm produce. Second, our ex¬ 
press and freight rates which almost 
*lway» levy a tariff i f at least half 
and some lime* more than half of 
the grot* talcs of your product And 
f u> long these conditions exist the 
farmer is at a disadvantage, am! very 
many, after they have summed up 
.her expenses, counting labor and all, 
they find that (hr railroads have got¬ 
ten more out of hit crop than tie ha* 
and that he U short in his accounts. 

Mr. Fllltor, when my mind runs 
hack to *hc Ho*# and the early part 
i f the go t. an i travel out to the cul¬ 
tivated fields adjacent to Kissimmee 
ami St Cloud. I hrlirvv 1 can call to 
mind ut least tea thousand acres of 
land that wa> In cultivation which is 
now in most part l.ring used for cow* 
pasture. 

W* might start at Southport and 
Ldgrwater and alone tin w*c*l side 
of mir beautiful lake and around the 
. head of it, and then nut by Killy s 
a.ation. And start at Southport and 
fuke the 1-4*1 side in Goblett's Cove 
and the famous S'. Cloud sugar larm 
*und on out to A. J. Lake, most of 
w hich was in larirr farms, not counting 
the many small ones, and if you could 
ace those tnen. many of whom lost 
their .ill on those farms, and ask them 
why they abandoned their farms, the 
> index finger would point to two con¬ 
ditions: no competition in express and 
f-vlghl rate*, and local buyer* who 
had to be governed by lixa! rate* 
when they bought our produce for 
shipment. Many people blame our lo¬ 
cal buyers, but they arc not to blame. 
They know what the market is and 
what the rate* arc, and they naturally 
want to make what the other buyer* 
would make, and you can't blame 
them. 

Some advise planting in large quan¬ 
tities wc tun ship in car-load lots 
and then buyer* would come here and 
buy Of «he*tf I would aak: Don't 
we raise oranges in large quantities 
and don’t buyers come here and buy ; 
and bow many have been getting more 
than expenses out ot their groves. 
The buyer, too, ha* to meet those high 
freight and express rate*. 

My contention is that •« long a* 
this* conditions mentioned exist the 
best tiling to do i* to raise com, peas, 
1^1 otau.es. sugar cane, hay and in fact 
everything you can at pome to live on; 
have tom# hogs and cattle, and then 
■top raising *0 much perishable stuff 
to hr shipped off And sold at a loss 
to the growers and then have to buy 
^ all Ms corn, oats, hay and meat at 
trust prices. Some claim that I am 
opposed to progress. Well, there is 
1 n<- kind of progress that I am opnos¬ 
ed to and thAt i* the kind that all the 
money progresses out of the farmer’s 
| ockets into some one else'# pockets 
, Those are the conditions now, and 
will always be so no matter how much 
you raise So long as the I*.wuer ha* 
no control over freight rates or the 
prios of his produce. There is no 
other clan* of people that has to meet 
the conditions the farmei docs. 

Take, for >n stance, a man comes 
here to settle; hr has to pay the land 
agent’s price for land; he has to pay 
the hardware man his price for fen¬ 
cing material and some to his gro-
